SPRINGFIELD, 111— (Special)— 
Deer hunting in Illinois, may be 
feasible in five or six years, ac­ 
cording to Lewis E. Martin, Spring­ 
field, assistant director of the state 
department of conservation. 
Mar­ 
tin says a department survey shows 
there are now’ from 7,500 to 10,000 
deer in the state and “we’re talk­ 
ing of an open season in-southern 
Illinois in five or six years.” 
The deer population, Martin says, j 
has grown to the point where the 
animals 
stray 
on 
to 
highways. 
About 200 of them were killed by 
automobiles last year. He said the 
deer supply in northern Illinois 
has levelled off to the point where 
it would be feasible to go ahead to 
have an open season but the depart­ 
ment is waiting on an increase in 
the number in Southern Illinois. 
A state natural history survey 
report completed with assistance 
of the state conservation depart­ 
ment shows that in 1951 there were 
800 deer in Ogle county.

cluded: Winnebago 325, Madison

LONDON ap—Communist Chint 
admitted today the Formosa crisis 
had reached the "dangerous” stage 
and called for a 10-nation confer­ 
ence as proposed by Russia to ease 
the tense international situation. 
The Chinese request was made 
in an editorial in the Peiping Peo­ 
ple's Daily, official organ of the

At the same time Moscow Ra­ 
dio broadcast a commentary in 
the official Communist newspaper 
Pravda rejecting as a "swindling 
maneuver" 
reported British at­ 
tempt-. to reach a cease-fire in 
the Formosa dispute by getting 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek to 
withdraw from Quemoy and Matsu 
islands 
Moscow called the maneuver a 
"swindle*' on grounds the Chinese 
Communists had every right not 
only to the off shore islands in dis­ 
pute but Formosa and the nearby 
Pescadores as well 
The Peiping People’s Daily back­ 
ed to the hilt the Russian Feb. 4 
proposal for a IO nation confer­ 
ence sponsored by India, the Soviet 
I mon and Britain to be held either 
in Shanghai, or New Delhi before 
the end of the month. 
Britain, which has taken an ac­ 
tive role in trying to ease the tense 
situation, rejected the Soviet pro­ 
posal because it barred National­ 
ly China from a seat at the con­

965,000 Chicagoans will vote next 
Tuesday

Chicago’s

lought mayoralty prim ary and al­ 
dermanic election, an election offi­ 
cial estimated today. 
John S. Rusch, chief clerk of the 
Election Board, based his estimate 
on a count of 1,930,097 registered 
voters in the city. 
He said about 765,000 Democrats 
will cast their ballots in the head­ 
line race between four aspirants 
for the Democratic nomination for 
mayor. 
The contest, which has attracted 
national attention, features Mayor 
Martin Kennedy's attem pt to keep 
his po.-d against the opposition of 
the regular Democratic P arty 
o r­ 
ganization. 
He is opposed bv County Clerk 
Richard J. Daley, the organization- 
backed candidate, Benjamin Ada- 
mow.ski and Clarence Balek. 
Rusch 
estimated 
that 200,000 
voters would cast their ballots in 
the CQP race, where former Dem­ 
ocrat 
Robert 
M erriam 
has only 
token opposition. 
The number of registered voters 
was the smallest 
for any mayoral 
prim ary and aldermanic election 
since 1943. 
However, it was a drop of only 
1.101 from the Nov. 2 general elec­ 
tion, 
when 
a U. S. senator 
and 
county officials were chosen. 
Rusch credited the surprisingly 
slight drop since November to the 
high 
interest 
in the 
Democratic 
race. 
Moreover, he said, new reg­ 
istrants 
had apparently 
filled the 
gap loft by the large amount of 
persons moving to the suburbs.
